OTHER  OBSERVATIONS: 

The  stone  is  in  a  cemetery  under  the  shade  of  a  large  white  oak.  It  is  marked  with  a  5"  rebar  and  spray  painted 
orange.  There  is  another  stone  a  few  feet  to  the  northwest  that  is  also  well  planted  and  could  conceivably  be 
the  monument.  However,  it  is  not  marked  with  a  rebar,  and  it  looks  more  like  a  headstone  than  the  monument 
that  was  accepted.

State  Plane  Grid  Coordinates:  Northing:  1363948.5',  Easting:  3108355.6' 
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ORIGIN:  The  original  GLO  surveyor  set  a  post 
at  this  corner.  The  Monroe  County  Surveyor, 
Andrew  Dillman,  planted  a  limestone  “five  links 
south  of  the  proper  position”  of  this  corner  in 
April  of  1887  per  (SurveylD  25  -  Monroe  County 
Survey  Book  2,  pages  436-438).  Stones  of 
variable  shapes  and  sizes,  most  without  any 
markings,  were  found  at  several  of  the  other 
corners  perpetuated  by  the  1887  Dillman 
survey.  The  reason  for  setting  the  stone  5  links 
south  of  the  proper  position  was  not  explained 
in  the  survey.  It  is  our  assumption  that  the  stone 
found  is  the  stone  that  was  set  by  Andrew 
Dillman.  Due  to  the  longstanding  use  of  the 
stone  we  accepted  it  as  the  corner  with  3.3  feet 
of  associated  uncertainty. 

HISTORY:  A  stone  was  found  and  accepted  at 
this  corner  in  1958  per  the  State  Road  37 
Right-Of-Way  Plans  (SurveylD  76).  In  2000, 

Ben  Bledsoe  called  for  a  5/8”  rebar  found  at  this 
corner,  with  no  mention  of  a  stone  (SurveylD  65 
-  Instrument  No.  2000013588).  The  measured 
distance  from  the  rebar  referenced  on  the 
Bledsoe  survey  and  a  Harrison  Monument 
found  at  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  Northeast 
quarter  of  Section  5-T6N-R1 W  is  less  than  0.3’ 
from  the  distance  measured  between  the  same 
Harrison  Monument  and  the  Yz  rebar  (#83) 
found  witnessing  the  stone  as  shown  on  this 
survey.  The  stone  was  accepted  by  the  Monroe 
County  Surveyor  Review  Board  on  February  9, 
2010  and  by  Marty  James  on  a  2016 
retracement  boundary  survey  in  the  Northeast 
Quarter  of  Section  32  (SurveylD  67  -  Instrument 
No. 2016013475).
